Many times complainants feel that the FBI has an obligation to report to them, especially where our 
investigation is and what investigative techniques we are using. However, vve both know federal 
regulations will not allow this. There is nothing wrong with periodically assuring the complainants that the 
FBI is addressing a concern and the investigation is on-a oina. and we certainly do this, but at appropriate 
times. The case agent in this matter was about to contac t l and inquire as to whether or not any 

other threats have been forthcoming. As to the allegations of other internet threats this year "ignored by 
the FBI and whose identity was protected by the Microsoft Corporation", neither this office nor the United 

States Attorney’s Office is aware of anything of the sort. It appears Mrj |is confusing us with 

some other law enforcement entity. 


It should be noted that Jackson Division FBI also has a pending "conspiracy to impede or injure a federal 
officer" investigation with American Family Association being a possible subject. An AUSA provided the 
FBI mail sent to his neighbors from American Family Association in Tupelo, MS advising that the AUSA 
was a child molester and involved in child pornography. This matter is also pending and ironically, the 
AUSA victim in this investigation is the AUSA who is actively pursuing the "threatening communication" 
investigation which is the subject of this Email. 

In summary, the FBI is actively pursuing the investigation in question and will notify the complainant at 
the appropriate time of any status.

Hotmail is a subsidiary of The Microsoft Cotpotation, who has denied oui past attempts in identifj'ing 
perpetrators of threatening mail directed at AFA "niis most recent threat even begins with a statement 
that we have already been warned by this individual or organization. We suspect that this could be tbe 
very same person who has sent similar threats this.ycBr diat were ignored by the F.B.I. and whose 
identi ^ was protected by the Microsoft Corporation- — 

Obviously, I am troubled over the welfare of all my employees at various locations around the nation ■ 
especially in view of recent violence toward members of the Christian community. I am asking that you 
please contact the Justice Depanraenl and ask for a full investigation of the person who sent this c^il 
by titc Federal Bureau of Investigati on.

Christopher John Miller, 22, of Good 
Thunder, Minn., was arrested Monday,

released on an unspecified bond. 

According to the cojDplaint filed 
against him, Miller used the Internet to 
send e-mail to the American Family Asso- 
ciation on Oct. 5 that was considered 
"threatening in nature.”
